Ottawa, May 18.— The committee 
stage of the Grand Trunk Pacific bill 
was completed tonight, and the debate 
on the third reading will commence to- 
morrow.

Lord Hufjh Cecil Now Calls Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain a 
Coward. 



(London, May 18.— By a majority of 
55 Premier Balfour tonight successfully 
defeated an attempt to upset tho gov- 
ernment on the Cecal question. An in- 
teresting debnte, characterized by some 
heated exchanges, took place, resulting 
ia the premier's reiterated determina- 
tion to shelve the question of fiscal re- 
form until the next parliament. In 
this decision Joseph iOhumberlaiu pub- 
licly concurred. 

Iln the course of the debate Lord 
Hugh Cecil, in scathing satire, de- 
nounced the policy of his cousin, the 
'premier. Mr. Chamberlain interrupted 
iiini, and then a storm of Interruptions 
and cries of "Order" arose from the 
iltadical and Liberal benches. Twice 
Mr. Chamberlain sat dowu, and twice 
tlie speaker appealed to the members 
to give the former colonial secretary a 
hearing. 

At last there was comparative quiet, 
and then Lord Hugh Cecil, with much 
heat and amid a great uproar, accused 
Mr. Chamberlain of cowardice in dodg- 
ing the issue by refusing to meet his 
opponents in the house on the campaign 
which he had preached throughout the 
country. .Mr. Chamberlain reiterated 
that ho did not wish to raise tlie fiscal 
question in the house. He said he sup- 
ported the government and would con- 
tinue to do so. He hoped that the 
premier would take his own time and 
carry out bis policy.

The story ol the financing of the 
Marconi Wireless Tclegraipfi Company 
of America . throws an interesting: side- 
light »pon the efliency and influence of 
•well-directed and intelligent advertising. 
When tliis company was first organized 
the attempt was made to tloat it along 
the ioUI linos of personal solicitation 
among financiers. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the newspapers were filled 
with news of Marconi's doings, plans 
and prospects, a widespread ignorance 
prevailed ns to the merits of the enter- 
prise from a financial and commercial 
{>oiut of view. As when the telephone 
was being financed men or large means 
fought s hy of the proposition. Jay 
Gould laughed at the telephone as "a 
toy," and some of Ms successors in

LOCAL TIDE TABLES. 

Department of Marine and Fisheries 
Issues Information for Next Year. 

A handsome and well-printed 
brochure has reached the Colonist olllt-e 
frtuii the tidal ami currenl survey, ilo- 
pnrtment of marine and fisheries. Ot- 
tawa, per favor of Mr. W. Bell Hawsou, 
engineer ill charge, containing complete 
information regarding the tides anil cur- 
l-cuts for Victoria, toe sand head* an.l 
the Strait of Georgia, for the year L'.Klo. 

A goml deal of new and important 
information is included in this year's 
issue of the tide tables. The tide tables 
for Victoria arc based upon tidal record 
for two complete years from April 1st, 
1605, to April ;i0, 1807. The writer 
snys : 

•'These fides are characterized by llif 
same complications which they show in 
the Pacific coast of -North America gen- 
erally. The high and low waters of 
the same day nre often very unequal; 
and tit limes there is only nne high 
water and one low water in the day, 
tile other two being practically effaced 
and represented merely by a long simnl. 
As this inequality follows the declina- 
tion of the moon, ii will affect the 
spring tides at one season and « : ;! 
gradually fall back so as to affect the 
neap tides at another season of the 
year."

' The juformatioH received from the 
Agent General i" London •thnt a party 
pf upwards of 250 Persons, most of whom 
possess soniQ cnP'tJl, i- s about to start 
for British iColumoia. cannot fail to 
Ibe of general interest. AVhilc Pho great 
wants of this province, in order that 
it may advance ne raP'*'ly as its great 
natural resources shon'd cause it to do, 
a ,. e population and capital. For a 
iflood of in\niigration like that which is 
now pouring into jlauitoba nud tho 
Xorthweet Territories, we have no de- 
sire, since it would be impossible to 
locate the immigrants with satisfaction 
to themselves or with advantage to the 
(Province. But £°r n certain class oi 
immigrants nnd in moderate numbers, 
we 'have n hearty Welc°uie ana can give 
them assurance that there is every 
prospect of their doing well in British 
IColumbio. The experimental sottlc- 
imeuts in the Ok<mag»n Valley appear 
to be meeting the expiations of their 
promoters. It is «)«o " source of satis- 
faction to find thnt, epcouraged by the 
results of these settlements, many of 
tho large InudoWHors in that district 
are subdividing flieir properties into 
small tracts, suitable for fruit raising 
and tho methods <»r cultivation that are 
followed by small owin'rs, working! their 
own Places. Nothing r an do more for 
tho solid nnd permanent prosperity of 
the Province thai' n large incrense in 
this class <>f small proprietor*. Indus- 
trially commercially n«d socially, it is 
a most desirable element in the popula- 
tion. Tho encouragement of such a 
class or immigrants will be one oi the 
most useful duties thf* Wie Agent-.Gen- 
eral can perform- The Provincial Im- 
migration Department should also' be 
ready to render any assistance in its 
ipower to the immigrants on thoir ar- 
rival here. Both on the Mainland nnd 
the Island. In the flrf belt and in the 
valleys in the Const districts, there are 
many tracts of laud available for such 
settlements and within easy reach of 
markets nnd populous districts. One 
initial blunder in the location of some 
previous settlements hn s been the selec- 
tion of lands for them in remote dis- 
tricts, where the People were complete- 
ly isolated and effectually cut off from 
that intercommunication and association 
with the general Population— a matter 
so essential for the formation of thnt 
/provincial patriotism nnd self-interest 
that cannot be dispensed with if we are 
to have a thoroughly homogeneous pop- 
ulation. 

THE BRUTISH XAYV. 

Notwithstanding the heavy deficit in 
the British finances for the ipasl fiscal 
years, and the necessity which has com- 
pelled the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to iput an additional penny on the In- 
come 'Pax. and increase the duties on 
tea nnd tobacco in liis Budget for the 
present year, Mr. Aiftcn Chnniberlaiu 
intimated iu the House of Commons 
on rTuesdny Inst t bat the Government 
could no! see its Way to allow any re- 
duction to be made in the Navy Esti- 
mates. The Coverntiient's policy was 
still what it bad been for t he last twelve 
years— thnt the t\vo-PPwer standard 
must be maintained. That is that tho 
British Navy must t'<l«al in strength 
the combined nuvii's of any two lirst- 
clae* naval powers. an immense 
expenditure tins Policy entails ou the 
couutry iniiy be seen by the fact that 
Mr. Cliniulberlnin stated that at the 
present time the country was building 
sixty-three warships iigniust the same 
number that Franco and Russia to- 
gether we!.' building. Thus the strug- 
gle in li f peace for naval suprem- 
acy go ( . s "ii, aliin^l a s cosily as though 
1!;,. nations were engaged iii war. Nor 
under present international relations are 
these enormous expenditures likely to 
cease. The strides tit lit are continu- 
ally being lilndc i" the science or naval 
architecture; the improvements that are 
introduced in guns ami armaments, com- 
pel one nation to lay down new ships 
ami '.'> revise its iiriiiu»H'nts iii order 
to he on an equality in the means of 
offence mid defence with another coun- 
try. Tin. struggle for supremacy be- 
tween guns and iirinoi' i ri unceasing. No 
sooner is armor plate made of such 
quality and strength |Uat it can resist 
the impact of the immense projectiles 
that modern guns can discharge, than 
a new weupon is invented that renders 
the nnnor of little protection. Then 
thicker armor is decided on, ami larger 
and newer vessels capable of carrying 
the greater weight of iirnior are neces- 
sary. Thus the riyglry goes on and 
ships nnd guns become obsolete almost 
before their lirst commission lias ex- 
pired and the taxpayers have scarcely 
ceased congratulating themselves that 
at last they have got a modern navy of 
tmsurpnssed lighting caa>«clty, before the 
experts tell them that the ships and 
guna that were tbe country's pride are 
out of date; that to send them out to 
meet nn euemy'd Weet would ho littlo 
better bnii manslaughter as regards 
their crews "ml tl»«t tK national safety 
nnd the honor of tho require that 
new lb:Utleships cruisers must at 
once bo laid down that tlle country may 
be kept |$> tho first iro)* among naval 
powers: Vast, indeed, is the distance 
that separates the "'odem ironclad from 



the old wooden walls in which Nelson, 
Hood, 'Collingwond and other old naval 
worthies achieved audi greut victories 
and compelled the world to admit that 
'VBritnnuin ruled the waves!" 

Tliero <was one interesting ' reference 
in 'Mr. Chamberlain's speech to the 
naval situation that the present war 
between Itnssiu and Japan might bring 
about. Many publicists and naval au- 
thorities have expressed the opinion 
that, however tho war ended, ono great 
naval power at least would be wiped 
out and tho international nnval ledger 
have one account written off. Kvident- 
ly the British Government does not take 
that view, but believes that the losses 
by war, however severe, will soon be 
repaired nnd the balance of naval 
jiower not Ibo much different from what 
it is at present. This is not a cheer- 
ful outlook for the national taxpayers, 
compelled to keep pace in their contri- 
butions with the international rivalries 
ami ambitions. There have been not 
a few in recent years who have seen 
in the immense cost of modern navies 
and armaments a certain guarantee for 
peace, since war would become too ex- 
pensive a game for any but the wealth- 
iest nations to engage in. But the 
actual course of events seems to belie 
this view and to open up no vista of 
relief except in the arrangement of sonic 
international agreement whereby the 
naval strength of each country shall be 
based on a certain limited scale. Of 
the possibility, much less the proba- 
bility, di' such an agreement being reach- 
ed, few people, we think, will lie in- 
clined to take a sanguine view. Per- 
haps, a more likely method for stopping 
this costly rivalry will he found in the 
conclusion of such friendly agreements 
as that recently effected between Great 
Britain and France, so that all the 
great European Powers can he brought 
to accept a definition of their respec- 
tive territorial rights and influences 
ami bo bound hy international opinion 
to observe those limitations.

EOG ISLAND UIG-HT. 

Distress Signals Seen by Passing Ship- 
ping During Gale. 

The Vancouver .Morning iLedger said 
yesterday: 

Caiptain MrLcod, of the steamer Prin- 
cess .May, which reached port last even- 
ing from the North,, reports that when 
the steamer passed Egg island light 
on (Monday forenoon signals were set, 
but owing to a heavy eastern gale blow- 
ing at the time, it was impossible for 
him to heave to and send relief to the 
lonely and inaccessible spot. When he 
reached Union bay yesterday morning, 
where the steamer coaled, the new Do- 
minion fisheries steamer Ruth was at 
thai port, bound North. 

To Fisheries Inspector Williams, wdio 
was aboard the Ruth, Captain iMcLcod 
gave the information, with the request 
that he would proceed to Egg island 
ami investigate the cause of the sig- 
nals which were Hying. Fortunately 
the Ruth was bound tu Smith's sound, 
at the mouth of which Egg island lies, 
so that toy this evening relief will have 
reached the lightkeeper. 

Though right in the course of all the 
north and sound hound travel, Egg 
island is a very isolated place, owing to 
the great difficulty in making a land- 
ing when there is any wind blowing, 
and on Monday it was blowing a living 
gale, Captain AIoLeod said. 

On the top of the small wave-swept 
rock which forms Egg island, the light- 
house is perched, and at all times the 
long swell of the Pacific ocean, which 
sweeps up Queen Charlotte sound, 
strikes its shores. When the sea is 
lashed by the wind the waves almost 
sweep the rock. 

Hut two or throe times a year the 
D. G. S. Quadra visits Egg island in 
her regular calls as lighthouse tender. 
It is barely a month since she called 
there on her last trip., The fisheries 
cruiser Kestrel, expected in port short- 
ly, was to call on her trip north, or 
when she was returning, so that the 
inmates of the lighthouse may be reliev- 
ed by her as well as by the Ruth. There 
are also so many vessels .passing north 
and south at the present time that it 
is hardly possible that much time will 
elapse until communication is had with 
the island and the trouble investigated. 

Signals of distress are never hoisted 
unless in cases ol' extreme need, there- 
fore, there is a good deal of anxiety felt 
by the friends of .Mr. It. Scarlett, the 
lighthousekeeper, who, with two daugh- 
ters, is on the island. It was but a few 
years ago that the then occupant of 
the position was taken ill when alone 
with a small child, and remained a 
month without assistance reaching him. 
But at this season of the year that 
length of time could not pass without 
relief being sent. 

Cnptain Mel I. of the Princess 

May. notified Captain Gaudin, Domin- 
ion 'agent of the department of marine, 
as soon as lie reached Victoria. There 
can be nothing wrong with the lights 
or that would have been reported al- 
reudv by one or other of the many 
steamers which have passed Egg island 
in the past few days.
